It was the second straight 
night for the combination and 
moved Terre Haute up in con¬ 
tention. 

Third-place Burlington crack¬ 
ed Evansville again, taking a 
to 4 decision in 12 innings. 
Burlington scored three runs in 
the top of the 12th to go ahead 
5 to 2, but had to choke off a 
two-run Evansville rally to get 
the victory. 

At the same time Terre Haute 
clipped cellar-dwelling Quincy 
again, 10 to 4. Both teams club¬ 
bed 10 hits, but six Quincy er¬ 
rors made the difference.

— Three hun¬ 
dred and eighty woodland own. 
ers, in cooperation with five state 
district foresters, grossed $73,000 
during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1952, the State Conserv¬ 
ation Commission revealed to¬ 
day. 

These owners. representing 
4,883 acres of farm woodland, 
received the money from stump- 
age and other forest products 
harvested under proper manage¬ 
ment methods. 

One hundred and ten sawmill 
operators and small wood using 
industries were also aided by 
the district foresters who gave 
free technical advice upon re¬ 
quest.
